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INTRODUCTION 


Your RadioShack Amplified Telephone Ringer is a valu- 
able accessory for the hearing impaired or for anyone 
who wants to change a phone’s ring. It lets you change 
your phone’s ringer loudness, ringer tone, and ring inter- 
val to the desired level, and the POWER indicator flashes 
to alert you of an incoming call. 

Note: Your Amplified Telephone Ringer requires four AA 
batteries or an AC adapter (not supplied) for power. 


READ THIS BEFORE INSTALLATION 

We have designed your ringer to conform to federal regu- 
lations and you can connect it to most telephone lines. 
However, each device you connect to the phone line 
draws power from the line. We refer to this power draw 
as the ringer equivalence number or REN, and it is 
shown on the bottom of your ringer. 

If you use more than one phone or other device on the 
line, add up all the RENs. If the total is more than five, 
your phones or ringer might not ring. In rural areas, a to- 
tal REN of three might impair ringer operation. If ringer 
operation is impaired, remove a device from the line. 
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FCC STATEMENT 

Your ringer complies with Part 68 of FCC Rules. You 
must, upon request, provide the FCC Registration Num- 
ber and the REN to your phone company. These num- 
bers are shown on the bottom of the ringer. 

Note: You must not connect your ringer to any of the fol- 
lowing; 

• coin-operated systems 

• party-line systems 

• most electronic key phone systems 

The ringer also complies with the limits for a Class B de- 
vice as specified in Part 15 of FCC Rules. These limits 
provide reasonable protection against radio and TV inter- 
ference in a residential area. However, your ringer might 
cause TV or radio interference even when it is operating 
properly. To eliminate interference, you can try one or 
more of the following corrective measures. 

• Reorient or relocate the TV's receiving antenna. 

• Increase the distance between the ringer and the 
radio or TV. 

• Use outlets on different electrical circuits for the 
ringer and the radio or TV. 

Consult your local RadioShack store if the problem still 
exists. 
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INSTALLATION 


SELECTING A LOCATION 

Your ringer connects to a modular phone line jack. You 
can place it on a desk top or table, or mount it on a wall. 
You can add your ringer where a phone is already con- 
nected or connect it to any unused modular jack. Select a 
location for the ringer that is near a modular jack and an 
AC outlet (if needed), and out of the way of normal activi- 
ties. 

Notes: 

• If your phone line jack is not a modular jack, you can 
update the wiring yourself, using jacks and adapters 
available at your local RadioShack store. Or, you can 
let the phone company update the wiring for you. 

• The USOC number of the jack to be installed is 
RJ11C. 

CONNECTING POWER 

You can power your ringer with batteries, or from an AC 
outlet using an optional AC adapter. 
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Installing Batteries 

Your ringer can use four AA batteries for power. For the 
best performance and iongest iife, we recommend aika- 
iine batteries, such as RadioShack Cat. No. 23-552 (not 
suppiied). 

Foiiow these steps to instaii the batteries. 

Cautions: 

• Use oniy fresh batteries of the required size and type. 

• Do not mix oid and new batteries, different types of 
batteries (standard, aikaiine, or rechargeabie), or 
rechargeabie batteries of different capacities. 

• Never ieave dead or weak batteries in the ringer. 

• Dispose of oid batteries promptiy; do not bury or burn 
them. 

1. Using a Phiiiips screwdriver, ioosen the screw on the 
ringer’s battery compartment cover and remove the 
cover.

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2. Place four AA batteries in the compartment, as indi- 
cated by the polarity symbols (+ and -) marked in- 
side the compartment.

3. Replace the cover and secure it with the screw. 

Replace the batteries when the ringer’s sound weakens 
or the POWER indicator dims. 


Using an AC Adapter 

You can power your ringer from a standard AC outlet us- 
ing an AC adapter (not supplied), such as RadioShack 
Cat. No. 273-1 650 or 273-1 662. 

Cautions: 

• You must use a Class 2 AC adapter that supplies 6 
volts DC power and delivers at least 200 milliamps. 
Its center tip must be set to negative, and its plug 
must correctly fit the DC 6V jack on the side of the 
ringer. The recommended adapters meet these spec- 
ifications. Using an adapter that does not meet these 
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specifications couid damage the ringer or the 
adapter. 

• Aiways piug the AC adapter into the ringer before 
you piug it into the AC outiet, and unpiug the adapter 
from the AC outiet before you unpiug it from the 
ringer. 

Foiiow these steps to connect an AC adapter to your ring- 
er.

1. If the ringer is on, press the gray button to reiease it 
and turn the ringer off. 

2. Piug the AC adapter’s 5.5 mm outer diameter/ 2.1 
mm inner diameter barrei piug into the cabie so it 
reads - TIP. 

3. Set the adapter’s voltage switch to 6 volts. 

4. Insert the adapter’s barrel plug into the DC 6V jack on 
the side of the ringer. 

5. Plug the AC adapter into a standard AC outlet. 
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CONNECTING THE RINGER 

Connect the ringer as shown. 


Place the ringer on a desk, shelf, or table, or mount it di- 
rectly on a wall. 
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Mounting the Ringer Directiy on a Waii 

For this mounting method, you need two fiat-head wood 
screws (not suppiied) with heads that fit into the keyhoie 
siots on the bottom of the ringer. 

1 . Driii two hoies 3^^/ie inches apart.

2. Thread a screw into each hoie, ietting the heads ex- 
tend about Vs inch from the waii.

3. Align the ringer's keyhole slots with the screw heads 
and slide the ringer down until it snaps into place.

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OPERATION 

TURNING THE RINGER ON/OFF 

Press the gray button down to turn on the ringer. Press it 
again to reiease it and turn off the ringer.

The PITCH switch lets you select the ring interval (from 1 
to 3 for long to short). 

The TONE switch controls the ringer’s tone or sound 
(from 1 to 3 for low to high). 

The VOLUME switch controls the ringer's loudness (from 
1 to 3 for normal to extra loud). 
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CARE AND MAINTENANCE 


Your RadioShack Amplified Telephone Ringer is an ex- 
ample of superior design and craftsmanship. The follow- 
ing suggestions will help you care for your ringer so you 
can enjoy it for years. 



Keep the ringer dry. If the ringer gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. Liquids might con- 
tain minerals that can corrode the electron- 
ic circuits. 



Use and store the ringer only in normal 
temperature environments. Temperature 
extremes can shorten the life of electronic 
devices and distort or melt plastic parts. 



Handle the ringer gently and carefully. 
Dropping it can damage the circuit boards 
and case, and can cause the ringer to work 
improperly. 



Use only fresh batteries of the required 
size and type. Always remove old or weak 
batteries. They can leak chemicals which 
can destroy electronic circuits.

Keep the ringer away from dust and dirt, 
which can cause premature wear of parts. 



Wipe the ringer with a damp cioth occa- 
sionaiiy to keep it iooking new. Do not use 
harsh chemicais, cieaning soivents, or 
strong detergents to ciean the ringer. 


Modifying or tampering with the ringer's internai compo- 
nents can cause a maifunction and might invaiidate your 
ringer’s warranty and void your FCC authorization to op- 
erate it. If your ringer is not performing as it shouid, take it 
to your iocai RadioShack store for assistance. If the trou- 
ble is affecting the phone lines, the phone company 
might ask you to disconnect your phone until you have 
resolved the problem. 


THE FCC WANTS YOU TO KNOW 

In the unlikely event that your ringer causes problems on 
the phone line, the phone company can temporarily dis- 
continue your service. If this happens, the phone compa- 
ny attempts to notify you in advance. If advance notice is 
not practical, the phone company notifies you as soon as 
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possible and advises you of your right to file a complaint 
with the FCC. 

Also, the phone company can make changes to its lines, 
equipment, operations, or procedures that could affect 
the operation of this ringer. The telephone company noti- 
fies you of these changes in advance so you can take the 
necessary steps to prevent interruption of your telephone 
service. 


LIGHTNING 

Your ringer has built-in lightning protection to reduce the 
risk of damage from surges in telephone line and power 
line current. This lightning protection meets or exceeds 
FCC requirements. Flowever, lightning striking the tele- 
phone or power lines can damage your ringer. 

Lightning damage is not common. Nevertheless, if you 
live in an area that has severe electrical storms, we sug- 
gest that you unplug your ringer during storms to reduce 
the possibility of damage.
